HE TAKES PLATFORM AND DECLINES 



Incident of the Lust Session of the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion at Kansas City— How 
the Various State Dele- 
gations Voted For 
the Candidates. 



Kansas City, July 6.— The final day 
Of the Democratic national convention 
t>roke clear and hot. The sun blazed 
pitilessly down through the same bril- 
liant sky that has marked every day 
©f convention week, and the cloudless 
Hue sky gave no promise of relief from 
the Intense heat. But the grateful 
wind which has saved the week from 
being Intolerable did not forsake the 
sweltering crowds. 

The crowd was not as demonstrative 
as that of the previous night— the 
great features of the convention, the 
reading of the platform and the nom- 
ination of Mr. Bryan for the presi- 
dency, were over. 

Sulzer was the first vice presidential 
candidate to appear in the hall, and 
his appearance seemed to excite little 
Interest. 

At 10:45 Chairman Richardson ad 
vanced to the front of the platform, a 
great bouquet of sweet peas in his 
hand, and with a sweep of the gavel 
cut off the strains of the band, slowly 
stilled the confusion and brought the 
convention to order for its third day s 
work. 

Listened to Prayer. 

Then the great audience arose while 
Rev. Rabbi Mayer of Kansas City de- 
livered a prayer breathing the senso 
of responsibility resting upon the con- 
vention. Immediately following the 
prayer the call of states began for the 
purpose of making nominations for the 
vice presidency. 

Great confusion prevailed and very 
few of th» delegate? were aware of 
what was going on until Alabama aud

Arkansas had been passed, and Cali- 
fornia was called, then the doughty 
face of former Senator White emerged 
from the Callfornlans, and in a loud 
voice he demanded to know what was 
going on, and that the aisles b« 
cleared of the disorderly intruders. 

When the chairman responded that 
California was being called for nom- 
inations, Senator White announced 
that California yielded to Arkansas. 
And Arkansas yields to Illinois, shout- 
ed Jeff Davis, the Democratic candidate 
for governor of Arkansas, standing on 
a chair and receiving a cheer for his 
mention of Stevenson. 

Now all business was suspended, as 
the confusion had become so overpow- 
ering that the call of the secretaries 
was Inaudible above the roar. The 
police and sergeants-at-arms struggled 
vainly to dispossess the mob, which 
was now well nigh In control of the 
floor. 

Stevenson's Name Presented. 

It took 15 minutes to restore some 
semblance of order, and then the 
spokesman for Illinois, Representative 
James Williams, presented the name of 
Stevenson. 

Mr. Williams spoke rapidly and 
briefly, and at his mention of Adlal E. 
Stevenson, Illinois was on Its feet 
cheering wildly. Kansas was up as 
was Alabama, Arkansas, Minnesota 
and a large number of delegates in dif- 
ferent parts of the hall. The applause 
while vigorous was short, not lasting 
above a minute. 

When the rollcall reached Connecti- 



cut that state gave way to Minnesota, 
amid cheers and cries of "Towne." L. 
A. Roesing of Minnesota then took the 
platform and presented the name of 
Charles A. Towne of his state. When 
he pronounced the name of Towne, 
there was cheering from the Minnesota 
delegation, which arose to its feet wav- 
ing flags In frantic faction. The gal- 
leries Joined In the applause with 
fervor, but there was less enthusiasm 
among the men on the hoor, who had 
the votes. 

A stout woman In the northwest cor- 
ner of the first gallery climbed upon 
a chair, holding In her left hand a col- 
ored lithograph of Bryan and Towne, 
while with her right she waved a hand- 
kerchief vigorously. Congressman 
Shafroth of Colorado, a zealous sup- 
porter of the candidacy of Mr. Towne, 
climbed Into the gallery in an effort 
to get the woman forward to the plat- 
form, but she declined to come. 

While the galleries were enthusing 
over Mr. Towne there was an excited 
little group about the chair of ex-Sena- 
tor Hill. In It was Croker. "You must 
take the nomination and save the day," 
laid Edward Murphy excitedly. 

"I can not, I can not," replied H11L 
'I do not want It." 

"You must take it," said Croker. 
leaning over him, while Norman E. 
Mack and Frank Campbell held Hill, 
one on each side, and urged him to ac- 
cept. 

Even after Chairman Richard on had 
recognized Governor Thomas of Col- 
orado to second the nomination of Mr. 
Towne, not a word of his speech could 
be heard by either the delegates or the 
people In the galleries. 

Finally, after Governor Thomas had 
been speaking for a minute or more, 
former Senator White went to the 
etand, and In a ringing voice warned 
the convention If order were not re- 
stored, he would move that the gal- 
leries be cleared. 

When the state of Delaware was 
called, the announcement was made- 
that the state would yield to New York. 
Then the result of the Hill conference 
became apparent. 

Grady Names IHU. 
A tremendous shout of applause 
swept through the hall. Delegate 
Grady, one of the leaders of Tammany 
Hall, had already ascended the plat 
form, and as he stepped to the front 
to address the convention the applause 
and cheering increased. 

His first sentence rang through the 
great building in trumpet tones: "On 
behalf of the Democracy of New York 
I present to this convention for the 
nomination to the vice presidency the 
name of David Bennett Hill. 

The effect was electrical. His words 
set the convention in a frenzy of en- 
thusiasm. The scene which followed 
was by far the most tempestuous of tho 
session, and calls for Hill re-echoed 
and re-echoed through the hall. State 
standards were seized and held aloft 
and the convention was canopied with 
fluttering flags and handkerchiefs. Del- 
egates and spectators cheered and the 
great structure fairly shook with the 
noise when the galleries became in- 
fected with the enthusiasm. 

Governor Hill meantime had worked 
his way through the surging multitude 
to the platform. As he ascended it his 
hands were eagerly grasped, and he 
was escorted to the seat of the perma- 
nent chairman. He asked Mr. Graaty 
to yield to him that he might make a 
statement, but Grady declined. 

When, finally Mr. Grady was per- 
mitted to proceed, he said that Gover- 
nor Hill might decline, but decline or 
not, he shouted. New York's united 72 
votes will be cast to the end for David 
Bennett Hill. 

Judge Van Wyck kept urging him to 
accept, and not make a declination. 
Hill was obdurate. While Grady was 
speaking Hill asked to see Senator 
Jones, and when the chairman of the 
national committee came, the ex-Sena- 
tor said to him: "Jones, stop this 
thing. It Is not wise. It s.ho*jH not be 
forced upon me. Help m n stop It." 

Chairman Jones said: "I will help 
you. Go on and decline, and I'll help 
you out." 

Then Senator Hill advanced to the 
platform. He stood with bowed head 
a few minutes, expressive of gratitude 
for the cheers that rolled in heavy vol- 
ume toward him from every part of the 
hall, and when finally there was a 
chance of his voice being heard, he 
said: 

Hill's Speech. 

"Mr. President and Gentlemen-- 
While I greatly appreciate the action 
of the delegation from New York, It Is 
proper for me to say that It is without 
my approval. (Cries of 'No, no.') I 
appreciate also the manifestations of 
friendliness on the part of the dele- 
gates from other states, but I feel that 
it is my duty to rise here and now say 
to you that, for personal reasons, and 
good valid reasons, I can not accept 
this nomination. (Great applause and 
cries of "Nc, no," and "You've got to 
take It.") I have not been a candidate. 



I do not desire to be a candidate, and 
I must not be nominated by this con- 
vention. (Renewed applause and cheer 
ing and cries of "You must, you 
must. ") There are gentlemen whose 
names have been presented to this con- 
vention, any one of whose names is 
stronger than my own. (Cries of "No, 
no.") There is no difficulty whatev< r 
in making a satisfactory choice, and I 
ought not in justice to them permit 
my name to be used a single moment 
further, and this convention should 
proceed to nominate a Candidate from 
one of those who have been named. Iu 
justice to me, In justice to them, in 
Justice to the party, iu justice to the 
ordinary proceed ure of this conven- 
tion, it is unfair to me to place me in 
this position without my consent. 
(Great applause.) 

Hill left the platform cheered to the 
echo and surrounded by his friends, 
who pressed forward to grasp his hand. 

Georgia was called, Mr. Hutchison 
of that state seconding the nomination 
of Stevenson from Illinois. Other sec- 
onding speeches were made. 

When Idaho was called she gave way 
to Washington, and W. H. Dunphy 
placed in nomination the name of 
James Hamilton Lewis of Washington. 

Delegate E. H. McCabe of Louisiana 
announced from his *eat that the dele- 
gation from Louisiana unanimously 
seconded the nomination of that 
"gifted leader and Statesman, David B. 
Hill of New York." 

Delegate A. Leo Knott of Maryland, 
formerly an assistant postmaster gen- 
tisl, presented in a brief speech the 
aame of Governor John Walter Smith 
of Maryland. 

When the state cf Massachusetts was 
called, Hon. George Fred Williams 
the platform amid loud applause, la 
the course of his address, which was 
delivered In clarion tones, he paid a 
handsome compliment to the st;.te of 
New York, Which he declared was 
united for the platform. For this rea- 
son no state in the Union was entitled 
to greater consideration than New 
1'oik. This was received with a shout 
of approval, the belief becoming in 
some manner prevalent that Mr. Wil- 
liams was about to second Hill's nom- 
ination. "The name which seems most 
desirable in the interests of the party." 
Mr. Williams declared: "In connection 
with the vice presidential nomiuatiou 
is that of a man who is intellectually 
and morally the peer of the candidate 
for the first place, Charles A. Towne." 

Governor Stone of Missouri seconded 
Stevenson. Nebraska passed In the 
call, saying they had nobody to pre- 
sent. Newlauds cf Nevada seconded 
Towne and Daly of New Jersey sec- 
onded Hill. 

The convention was becoming impa- 
tient over the long list of seconding 
speeches, and there were frequently 
calls of "time." 

Senator White of California spoke 
energetically from the platform, de- 
claring that those who did not desire 
to hear the nominating speeches could 
go out. If they did not care to go out 
they should keep quiet. 

S. M. Gates, a son of North Carolina, 
presented the name of Colonel Julian 
Carr from his state. He spoke briefly 
and escaped the usual reminder con 
veyed In the call of "time." 

Ohio's Favorite Son. 

Ohio put in nomination the name of 
A. W. Patrick of the Buckeye state. 
His name was presented by M. A. 
Daugherty, who was one of the few 
speakers whose seconding speech could 
be heard at any distance from the plat- 
form. 

Just prior to' the ballot Mr. Lewis 
withdrew his name. 

Stevenson received votes on 

the first ballot. When it became evi- 
dent that the Illinois man was nom- 
inated the states tumbled over each 
other in their efforts to record their 
votes for Stevenson. Great confusion 
existed. North Carolina changed to 
Stevenson, Tennessee changed her 24 
votes from Hill to Stevenson, and Ala- 
bama also changed to Stevenson. 

Tillman of South Carolina moved to 
make the nomination of Stevensou 
unanimous, and the chair put the ques 
tlon. It prevailed. A large proportion 
of the delegates quickly left the hal'. 
The vote Is given below. 

The vote of the three leading candi- 
dates was as follows: Stevenson, 559^4; 
Hill, 200; Towne, 122^. 

While the changes of the various 
states were being made pandemonium 
reigned In the hall. 

The Ohio delegation cast its vote 
for Patrick for vice president.

In spite of the failure to insert the 
income tax plank in the original draft 
of the platform, the convention ended, 
and no action to insert plank was pos- 
sible. 

The national committee is authorized 
to fill all the places that are vacant on 
the committee or ticket. 

At 3:2) p. m. the convention ad 
journed flue die.

Lincoln. Neb., July 6.— Chief interest 
in Lincoln In the Kansas City conven- 
tion Is a* t< when it will conclude, for, 
with the final adjournment, it is be- 
lieved the crowd will naturally drift 
to Lincoln. The local demonstration 
in honor of Mr. Bryan reached respect- 
able proportions after midnight, when 
a marching party formed, and with 
bands paradi d to the Bryan BOOM and 
serenaded 'he presidential nominee. 
The Bryan telephone was kept ringing 
late into the night by friends, who 
wished to offer congratulations. Many 
t< legrama from a distance were re- 
ceived. 



silver Kepubltcaus Nominate Bryan. 

Kansas City. July 6.— The delegates 
to the Silver Republic in convention 
were lite in assembling. A white- 
headed delegate from Ohio started 
singing "John Brawn's Body." One by 
one the delegates joined until the audi- 
torium rang with the thunder of 1,000 
voices. The committee on resolutions 
then announced It was ready to report, 
and D. C. Tillotson of Kansas took the 
platform to read the party's principles. 
Then Hon. W. J. Bryan was nominated 
for president and Towne for vice presi- 
dent.

THE DANGER OF A GENERAL REVOLT. 



It Is Believed Miss Mary Smith, a 

but er-iii-i.aw of Governor it an- 
tral Wood of Cnba is 

Among Peking Victims. 



London, July 6.— -The danger of a 
general revolt in China becomes more 
and more patent and Europe is being 
confronted with a rapidly increasing 
fear, not merely that the international 
column will be forced from Tien Tsin. 
but that the international troops at. the 
colonies and territory ports will stand 
in grave danger of expulsion. 

In view of the fact that the previous 
assurances of the viceroys have proved 
untrustworthy, their promises of pro- 
tection for the whites are hardly con- 
vincing. In the meanwhile the hitherto 
unconquerable jealousies of the Euro- 
pean powers stay the hands of Japan, 
though it Is hoped an understanding 
will soon be reached. The foreign 
office here has received official dis- 
patches from Toklo that the Japanese 
government Informed the foreign 
offices that in addition to the forces 
already landed in China, Japan has 
20,000 troops mobilized and ready for 
action at a moment's notice, when she 
receives the mandate of toe powers. 

Great Britain is now awaiting an- 
swers from the ' bancellorles to its pro- 
posals. The British cabinet held a long 
meeting under the presidency of Lord 
Salisbury, and finally considered the 
cri.-is. 



Tragedy n$ Peking. 

London. July 6.— There Is a mass of 
wild rumor from the far c ist. Though 
so contradictory on most points. It con 
tlnues unanimous as to the consumma- 
tion of the tragedy nl Peking. To con- 
sistent reports of the massacre of (he 
whites are now added the additional 
horrors tli't soldiery at the capital 
killed 1,000 natives, Roman Catholic 
converts. This comes In a Shanghai 
dispatch of July !>. which only adds to 
the reports given by respectable Chin- 
ese who have arrived from chian Fu, 
and who del ■ vibe Peking as an Inferno, 
the streets literally running with 
blood. They Confirm numerous stories 
of executions and untold tortures of 
the isolated foreigners. Some Euro- 
pean soldiers were captured by a mob. 
Tung La, who advocated moderation, 
was killed by Tuan-Tang-YI and Tang 
Full Si.m, who Issued fresh edicts or- 
dering the merciless extermination ot 
all foreigners in the empire. 

Ml«s Smith's Sad Fate. 

New York, July 6.— According to Mr. 
Tyson, secretary of Cyrus Field Jud 
son of this city, Miss Mary Condit 
Smith, a sister-in-law of Mr. Judson, 
has been killed in a Peking massacre. 
Mr. Tyson said that Mr. Judson had 
made frequent Inquiries at the state 
department in Washington to learn 
whether or not Miss Smith was safe, 
and had received a reply to the effect 
that there was no hi pe for her safety, 
as It was believed that all foreigners 
had been massacred, their heads cut 
off. stuck on the ends of long poles and 
paraded through the streets. Miss 
Smith had for some time been a guest 
of Minister Conger and had been trav- 
eling with her sister, the wife of Lieu- 
tenant Key, now stationed at Toklo, 
Japan. The wife of Governor General 
Leonard Wood of Havana is also a sis- 
ter of Miss Smith. 



Sounds a Warning. 

Washington, July 6.— A dispatch has 
been received at the state department 
from Consul General Goodnow at 
Shanghai. It Is dated July 5, In which 
be states tne situation is serious and 
the Insurrectionary movement Is ex- 
tending. If the allied forces In the 
north, he says, should meet with re- 
verses, the disturbance certainly will 
extend to central and to south China, 
resulting In the expulsion and murder 
of foreigners Interior and the ruin of 
trade. A strong force, he says, is nec- 
essary to check the viceroys in tho 
north and to support the viceroys in 
the south. It is understood that tho 
consuls of all the powers In China have 
sent an identical dispatch to their re- 
spective governments. 

Tien Tsln. July 6.— Those best In- 
formed In Tien Tsin consider the posi- 
tion of foreigners In Peking as almost 
hopeless. It is hopeless to attempt to 
enforce the way with the force avail- 
able. Commanders are willing to re- 
sort to desperate means, but to attempt 
a forced march from Tien Tsln with 
the forces at hand means certain 
structlon U the army.

The grand total value of all property 
in Kentucky as equalized ia $574,807,904, 
an increase over the work of the assess- 
ors of $11,089,278. The total equalized 
value of lands is 1851,880,298, an increase 
over last year of $317,ft83. The total 
equalized value of town lots is $197,530,- 
43 1 , an increase over last year of $1 ,401 ,32 L 
The total assessed value of bonds is $60,- 
616,37«, an increase over last year of $6,- 
018,272. The total equalized value of 
live stock is $04,950,931, an increase of 
$3,902,101. The total assessed value of 
personalty subject to equalization is 
$99,776,007, and the total equalized value, 
after deducting exemptions, is $64,850,- 
931. 

The cash in banks is 88,778,808; the

For (iovernor Mount, Taylor's

It || a noteworthy fact that the Re- 
publican p ipera that have been defend- 
ing Gov. .Mount for his unlawful refusal 
to surrnider the Kentucky criminals for 
trial have now dropped all pretense of 
the legality of his action, and are assert- 
ing that lie reached a "righteous" decis- 
ion in d« riance of the provisions of the 
law. We wish to call attention to the 
fact that this is exactly the basis of mob 
law, which Gov. Mount has made some 
pretense of trying to stop. The theory 
of the lyncher is that a certain nun 
ought to be tarred and feathered, or 
whipped, or hanged, or burned at the 
stake, and for fear that it might not be 
done by due process of law he and his 
associates get together and administer 
the punishment without trial. Turning 
the same logic end for end, Gov. Mount 
assumes that a man should not be pun- 
ished according to law, and proceeds by 
an abuse of power to prevent his trial. 
He assumes the functions of Judge and 
jury. He not only asserts the innocence 
of the indicted meu, but also the guilt of 
a whole community. He assumes the 
corruption and moral degredation of 
courts and officers of all kinds. He 
makes the monatrous supposition that 
the murdered man's brother desires to 
convict innocent men of the assassination, 
instead of guilty ones. He outrages all 
reason as well as the law. And his sup- 
porters are in the same condition. Here 
is an effort, for example, from that hot- 
bed of Republican crime, Hendricks 
County: 

"Gov. Mount stands closer to-day to 
the people who love justice than he ever 
Id. His refusal to honor the requisition 
for Mr. Taylor shows that he is a man 
with a commendable quality of back- 
bone. To allow Taylor to be taken back 
to be tried on evidence secured by the 
$100,000 reward would be simply to sur- 
render him to legal assassination." 

Why? If Taylor is guilty what differ- 
ence does it make that a reward is offered 
for hia conviction? Is a reward for con- 
viction of a criminal a new thing ? There 
are hundreds of cases of it every year. 
But a short time ago the negro murderer, 
Ruthven, was returned from here to Ohio, 
where $1,000 had been offered for bis re- 
turn. Why did not Mountobject to that? 
There is certainly no reason why a large 
reward should not be offered when the* 
Chief Executive of a State is assassinated, 
and assassinated under such circum- 
stances that the knowledge of the details 
of the crime must be confined to those 
who participated in it. Such excuses 
will not wear. Gov. Mount and his law-
